treated, which resulted in a great loss to the then Aruba conces- 
sionaires, and to the ultimate forfeiture by them of the concession. 
We have seen assays of 19 samples of the ores then shipped, and find 
that they contained from 3 dwts. to 514 ozs, of gold per ton. 

In 1867 the Government of Curacao granted a fresh concession of 
the gold mining rights of the island, which concession is now owned 
by the present Aruba Company. During the period from 1870 to 
1872 it is reported that upwards of 20,000 tons of ore were taken 
out of nine of the mines on the island at a cost of 5s. 10d. per ton, 


though that was done at great disadvantage owing to the want of | 


timber for sinking shafts and pumping machinery. 
20,000 tons some 889 were selected and shipped to the United States 
for treatment. From the results of treatment of 815 tons of these ores 
it appears that they yielded from 1} oz. to 1174 ozs. of gold per ton. 

In the year 1872 Mr. Frank Taylor, of the well known firm of 
Messrs. John Taylor and Sons, visited the island, and after a careful 
and exhaustive examination of its mineral resources reported as fol- 
lows :—- I believe that in this little island there are more gold quartz 
veins than are known to exist in any other place of the same size ;” and 


that already 200 veins had been discovered by their outcrop (to which | 


constant additions have sincebeen made). These veins vary in width 
from 2 in. to 30 ft., and have been traced or proved for distances of 
from 100 ft. to a milein length. Mr. Taylor had some 135 tons of ave- 
rage quartz from 47 of the veins then discovered, taken from places 
under his own supervision, put into bags sealed with his own seal, 
and shipped to Swansea for treatment. From Messrs. Henry Bath 
and Sons’ accounts of sale of part of this lot, we find that 68 tons 
11 cwts. of ore yielded 150/., being at the rate of 2/. 3s. 9d. per ton. 
The yield of the different parcels comprising this lot varies from 
10s, to 152, 3s, Sd. per ton. 

In such circumstances, the Aruba Island Gold Mining Company 
Limited was formed in 1872, to work the Aruba gold mines —the 
capital, it is stated, being privately subscribed for in a few hours. 
Unfortunately, however, for the history of gold mining, and for the 
pockets of the shareholders, the cash capital—viz., 50,000/., and a 
further sum of 10,000/. subsequently raised on debentures—was 
shamefully squandered, and the whole conduct of the company’s 
operations was characterised by the grossest mismanagement—a 
tale, alas! too often told in similar undertakings. But little atten- 
tion was paid to the all important part of the enterprise—viz., deve- 
loping the mines and extracting the gold from theirores. ‘l'o show 
how the capital of this company was disposed of, it may be stated 
that there was paid in cash for the purchase of the concession 
12,5002.; for a 20-stamp mill, with grinders and amalgamators and 
concentrators, 7 American windmills (which, owing to defective 
workmanship, were utterly useless--the company who supplied 
them having in the meantime failed), a 25-horse power (nominal) 
steam-engine, with boilers, &c., and sundry miscellaneous supplies, 
25,0002.; while the balance was swallowed up in wages to native 
labourers, expense of mining, salaries to superintendents, of whom 
there were at one time three in the pay of the company, one of 
whom enjoyed a salary at the rate of 1500/. per annum, and the 
other two a salary of 1000/. each per annum. As 
disputes arose between those gentlemen resulting in costly and 
ruinous delay in the erection of the machinery, and swallowing up 
the capital which should have been applied to the development of 
the mines. In the selection of a mill site, great expense and delay 
were incurred. 
and made preparations for it, but ov the arrival of the expert from 
New York, who was erroneously armed with power to choose a site 
of his own selection, he disapproved of the site originally selected 

-a circumstance which it is estimated caused a needless expense of 
some 6000J. or 7000/., and a delay of seven or eight months. 

We need not further persue the history of this then unfortunate 
company. Suffice it to say that altogether up to the close of 1875 


they crushed only 843 tons of ore (of which about 520 tons were | 


dump ores, part of the 20,000 tons already referred to), from which 
they extracted 923 ozs. 5 dwts. 6grs. of retorted gold, which realised 
in London the sum of 2805/7, 18s. 1d., being at the rate of 3/. 6s. 6d. 
per ton. 

All the gold operations were suspended until about the end of 
1877, when through the efforts of some of the present directors of 
the company formed in 1872, who were original shareholders, the 
Aruba Agency Company Limited, under an agreement with the 
former company, in consideration of a payment to that company of 
one-fourth of the net annual profits to be earned, practically acquired 
the metallic mining rights of said company on Aruba with the use of 
the whole of their plant, machinery, buildings, &c. Incredible, how- 
ever, as it may seem, blunders and mismanagement on the island as 
great as those of 1872-3 were repeated in 1878-9, and a further sum 
of between 30,0002. and 40,0002. was foolishly squandered, owing to 
the want not only of technical mining knowledge and experience 
on the island, but to the utter want of sound ordinary common sense 
principles, without which no business whatever can be successfully 
conducted. The management was practically in the hands of a 
barrister-at-law and an ordinary working blacksmith—a rare combi- 
nation, but sufficient to bring about the failure of any mining 
enterprise. 

In spite of all this, however, we learn from a report just issued by 
Mr. Alfred G. Lock, F.R.G.S., author of “ Causes of Success and 
Failure in Modern Gold Mining,” and “ Gold Mining from the In- 
vestors’ Point of View,” that this company has treated 4074 tons of 
ore, which has yielded 2697 ozs. 7 dwts. of free gold, equivalent to 
13 dwts. 5 grs. per ton, and that this gold has been sold in London 
for 8255/. 12s. 6d., or 37. 1s. per oz. Mr. Lock further estimates that 
17 dwts, 11 grs. of gold per ton have been temporarily lost in the tail- 
ings, and that the 4074 tonsof ore treated contained 1 oz. 10 dwts. 
16 grs. of gold per ton. From a list we have seen of some 660 mill 
sample and trial assays made by the company’s resident chemists 
at the island we find the ores averaged from 1 dwt. 15 gers. 
218 ozs. 17 dwts. 8 grs. gold per ton, 

With regard to the tailings we are glad to observe that successful 
efforts have recently been made to deal with them, and that several 
lots have been concentrated, shipped, and sold at Swansea. Owing 
to the want of proper appliances, and especially to the want of 
technical knowledge and experience of mining matters generally on 
the part of the present manager in Aruba, who is only a Sheftield

mechanic, but a very honest and worthy man, the quantities concen- 
trated have necessarily been small, and not so highly concentrated 
as might otherwise have been the case. From Messrs. Henry Bath 
and Sons’ sale accounts we find that three lots have realised the fol- 
lowing prices :—One parcel concentrated up to 15 « 12 dwts. per 
ton sold at Swansea for 77s. per oz. of gold, or 60/. Is. 2d. per ton. 


A second parcel containing two lots concentrated up to 65 ozs. and 
5:2 ozs. per ton was sold for 72s. 6d. and 72s. per oz. or 23/. 11s. 3d, 
and 18/7. 14s. 5d. per ton respectively ; and athird parcel (imperfectly 
concentrated) consisting of two lots at 3°5 ozs. or 3° ozs. gold was 
sold at 71s. per oz. or 12/7.

i CHANNEL TUNNEL.—The discussions about the Channel 
tunnel, and as to the probability of its being generally used by 
passengers when made, have prompted enquiry into the extent of 
rround roadways already existing in Great Britain, and the 
number of persons in the country who are habitually employe at a 
much greater depth beneath the surface than travellers under the 
Straits of Dover would have to descend. ‘The underground roads 
and tratlic of this country are mainly those of the mines. To esti- 
mate the mileage must have been a matter of difficulty, and an ab- 
solutely correct measurement could only be arrived at by examining 
the plans of every mine in the kingdom. The number of persons, of 
alla ! underground in all the mines in Great 
Britain i rhe length of underground tunnelling in which 
they work is not less than 58,744 miles. This is the estimate of 
Messrs. Higson, the eminent mining engineers, and, of course, it pro- 
fesses to be no more than the result of careful comparisons of ave- 
rage length of working. But it is as likely to be an under-estimate 
as au over-estimate of the actual length. As regards depth, the 
channel is nowhere deeper than 180 f{t., and the lowest part of the 
tunnel would not be below 200 feet from the surface, or 664 yards. 
The greatest depth of the underground tunnels connected with out 
al and other mines is about 2800 ft., and probably the 
depth 300 ft.
